1 . The reply filed on 8/6/2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

In the ultimate parent appUcation (09/714672), a five-way restriction was made. The 
original claims in the present case were directed to the EL devices. Group III of *672, claims 13 
and 17. AppUcant's amendment effectively cancels the claims directed to Group III, and instead 
directs them to the method of making an EL device of Group IV, claims 14-16 of the parent. See 
MPEP 714.19(N). Apphcant has pursued the invention of Group IV in Application number 
1 0/62589 1 , which has been allowed. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, apphcant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment.
